Mystery deepens in 
controversial ITT case

The charges centered on whether

elements it sought, and whether if

waiting near the witness table.

Reagan gets authority 
for welfare program 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) —With 
some officials openly skeptical, the 
administration Friday authorized 
Gov. Ronald Reagan of California to 
begin a one-year experiment in his 
plan to “ bring welfare back under 
control" by requiring ablebodied 
welfare recipients to register for 
jobs or work training or forfeit their 
relief checks. 
The 
Department 
of 
Health. 
Education 
and 
Welfare, 
scaling 
down Reagan's original plan, gave 
California approval to start the 
program April I for 30,000 welfare 
recipients in 35 counties, including 
such major urban areas as San 
Francisco, Sacramento and Orange 
County in Southern California. 
President Nixon approved the idea 
Aug. 20 after a 90-minute meeting 
with Reagan at San Clemente, Calif. 
The White House said at the time 
that “ we think these experiments 
are compatible with the workfare 
provision in the welfare reform 
legislation" still before Congress. 


A total of 58,000 welfare recipients 
will be required for the program, 
which will provide public service 
jobs for only 30,000 in the first year. 
The recipients, who will be required 
to work 80 hours per month without 
additional pay beyond their welfare 
checks, will be assigned such jobs as 
schoolyard 
monitoring, 
park 
maintenance 
and 
crosswalk 
supervision.

State gets instant adults’ today 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (U PI) —An estimated 1.1 million young 
Californians become “ instant adults" Saturday with virtually all the 
legal rights of their parents except for toasting the occasion with a 
drink. 
Under a bill signed with some “ concern" by Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
Californians now reach adulthood at age 18 instead of 21. 
This permits them, among other things, to serve on juries, become 
policemen, sign contracts, obtain credit cards, conduct driver 
education classes and record cattle brands. 
Young men marry at age 18 without parental consent, a privilege 
previously granted their brides. 
But they still can’t drink alcohol legally. The state Constitution sets 
the minimum drinking age at 21 and Reagan says “ as a parent 
he 
hopes to keep it that way. 


Voting privileges were granted all 18-year-old Americans last year 
by a federal constitutional amendment It also gave young people the 
right to hold public office. 
There are some disadvantages for 18-year-olds in the new California 
law. which takes effect Saturday. 
An estimated 29,000 new adults stand to be cut off welfare because 
they no longer are minors. Reagan is seeking emergency legislation to 
allow students with passing grades to remain on relief so their 
education will not be interrupted 


Young adults will be tried in criminal courts, although judges still 
can sentence them to youth institutions instead of state prisons. 
Parents are relieved of liability if their 18-to 20-year-old children get 
into automobile accidents.

An interview with teacher Howard Shaw

When 
teacher 
Howard 
Shaw 
approached the school board some 
months ago with a request for a 
feasibility study on the radical all- 
year school program, his voice 
wasn’t heard much beyond the room 
in which he spoke. 
This week Wilson Riles, state 
superintendent of public instruction, 
said school distr icts everywhere in 
the state would install the all-year 
program in five years, and everyone 
listened 
“The climate of opinion 
has 
changed," Shaw said yesterday, i 
think the school board ought to sit 
down 
tomorrow 
and 
pass 
a 
resolution authorizing a feasibility 
study on the all-year school — with 
all dispatch. 


Shaw made his original proposal 
to the school board in December 
1970. The response of the school 
board was scarcely enthusiastic. A 
short time later, the district was 
asked or it had an opportunity, 
which, is not immediately clear, to 
contribute financially to the cost of 
a fullscale seminar on the all-year 
school The district declined, but the 
seminar was held in Santa Maria 
and Santa Barbara. 
Shaw is unhappy about it all. “ I ’m 
not saying we should institute the 
all-year school in Lompoc Unified 
School District," he declared, “ ail I 
want is to get a feasibility study to 
show us just what the new system 
could or could not do for us." 
Several systems for using schools 
all year have been proposed across 


the 
nation 
Two 
years 
ago 
legislation specified the 45-15 plan 
which enabled Hayward schools to 
go all-year. A year ago, Chula Vista 
Schools made the change. Under the 
45-15 plan a student attends school 
for 45 days and then has 15 days 
vacation. In the summer, he has an 
extra two weeks tacked on to give a 
total of 29 days in one vacation 
period. 
Three quarters of the student body 
is in school while one quarter is 
taking a vacation. Then there is a 
shift, with those on vacation coming 
back to school and another quarter 
of the students going on vacation. 
Now, according to Shaw, new 
legislation avoids specific and gives 
the go ahead to any system so long 


as a minimum of 180 days education 
are provided each student. 


Shaw feels Riles’ statements in 
Sacramento 
this 
week 
“ will 
stimulate 
interest 
in 
the year- 
around school 
He also feels Riles 
spoke 
with 
his 
department 
of 
educaton behind him. “ A lot of 
people will find that the day has 
arrived to study the program," 
Shaw 
said. 
“ Administrative 
objectives should be to get the 
greatest 
amount 
of 
education 
program for the least amount of 
dollars." 


On the other hand Shaw feels it’s a 
mistake to approach the all-year 
program with the idea of economy, 
“ because maybe we won’t. 


He said the goal should be to 


expand the educational program, 
especially in vocational areas

SLOfirm low bidder 
on SY highway project 


The apparent low bidder on a major state highway 
project near Santa Ynez was Walter Brothers Construction 
Company of San Luis Obispo. The $543,151.65 bid was the 
lowest of seven bids received and opened in Sacramento 
Second lowest bidder was M. J Hermreck of Nipomo 
with a figure of $547.443, followed by Madonna Construction 
Company of San Luis Obispo at $586,333. 
The two-mile project on Route 246 extends from Alamo 
Pintado Road to just past Refugio Road near Santa Ynez 
and consists of widening the existing roadway to a 40-foot 
paved section. This will provide two 12-foot lanes with 8- 
foot shoulders. 
Left-turn channelization is planned in the area between 
Quail Valley Road and Refugio Road, a distance of 
approximately one-half mile. The Alamo Pintado Creek 
Bridge will be widened and raised to improve driver 
visibility. During construction, traffic will be carried 
around the bridge site on a detour. 
An interesting feature of the project is the inclusion of a 
10-foot wide pedestrian-equestrian-bicycle trail along the 
northerly side of the new roadway from Alamo Pintado 
Creek to the Santa Ynez School, a distance of about 8.000 
feet. 
Several community Groups working together have raised 
over $6.000 to pave and maintain the “ bike-hike-horse 
pathway” after the necessary grading is finished.

Death penalty decision change sought 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI ) — California's attorney general 
asked the State Supreme Court today to reconsider its 
decision outlawing the death penalty, accusing it of 
usurping 
legislative 
functions 
and 
eroding 
the 
constitutional separation of powers. 
The court s Feb 18 decision that capital punishment is 
both cruel and unusual was based on conditions that the 
courts themselves brought about through lengthy appellate 
review, attorney general Evelle Younger said. 
The decision, despite the court’s denails, amounted to a 
ruling on a federal question which should be decided by the 
U S Supreme Court. Younger said. 
Younger made the statements in a formal petition for a 
rehearing 
Although the California court was virtually 
certain to deny it, it was a legal requirement for a formal 
appeal to the U.S. Supreme Court. 


Nixon might seek busing amendment 


K EY BISCAYNE. Fla (U P I) -The Florida White House 
said Friday that President Nixon has not foreclosed the 
possibility of seeking a constitutional amendment against 
busing despite opposition from a growing number of key 
advisers. 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew. Secretary Elliot L. 
Richardson of Health. Education and Welfare (H EW ), 
former Attorney General John N. Mitchell and Yale law 
professor Alexander Bickel have one by one declared their 
opposition to proposals that the constitution be amended to 
curb busing of children to achieve racial balance in schools. 
Richardson serves on a three-member cabinet eommit- 
:ee named by Nixon to advise him on how to solve the 
3using issue. Mitchell was a member before leaving the 
Cabinet to head Nixon's re-election campaign, and Bickel 
was picked by the President as consultant to the 
:ommittee.

Administration (FD A) said Thursday an antidepressant 
described as possibly causing babies to be born without 
arms is sold by prescription in the United States under the 
name of Tofranil. 
The possible damaging effects of the drug were reported 
in Sydney. Australia, by Dr. William McBride, who dsicov- 
ered the devastating effects of Thalidomide in 1960. He de­ 
scribed the antidepressant as potentially more severe than 
Thalidomide. 
John T. Walden, spokesman for the FDA, said the drug is 
manufactured and sold in the United States by Geigy Phar­ 
maceuticals division of the Ciba-Geigy Corp Its trade 
name is Tofranil, he said, and industry sales reports 
indicate that 3.6 million prescriptions were sold last year at 
an estimated retail value of $12.4 million. 


Reinecke says discussed ITT offer
